1 . This is in response to the amendments filed 4/27/2009. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The supplemental information disclosure statement filed 3/6/2009 has been 
considered. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see remarks on pages 4-7, filed 4/27/2009, with respect 
to claim 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. In light of the remarks and 
amendments, the rejection of claim 1 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 , 3, 7, and 8 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Regarding claim 1, the prior art of the records does not anticipate or 
make obvious the applicants method of forming a bonded wafer by implanting a 
light element to a depth of a wafer such that the thickness of the active layer is 
less than 1/9 the thickness of the oxide and that the oxide has a thickness of 333 
nm or less.
